ty’s Ex-Treasurer. 


Amounts to More Than $100,000 


- Glaring Descrepancy in 


School Fund. 


Terre Haute, Ind., May 4.—The citi­ 
zens’ committee of five, which super­ 
vised the exam!nation of county rec­ 
ords by an auditing company, met yes­ 
terday afternoon to adopt its recom­ 
mendations to the county commission­ 
ers, based on the report of the audit­ 
ing company. 
Chairman Rankin says the report 
shows that ex-County Treasurer Wm. 
Clark owed the county $78,677.07 when 
he went out of office Dec. 31. 
Mr. 
Rankin says the shortage still exists, 
and that what Clark has paid in since 
he went out of office was on the city’s 
account, the county treasurer also act­ 
ing as city treasurer. 
I It is the chairman’s impression that 
the total shortage for the city and 
county will amount to more than HOO,* 
OOO. 
The city has made a contract 
with the same auditing company to 
get gt the facts. 
There is also a 
shortage or a mistake In the school 
fund account of $28,000. 
It is not 
known when the discrepancy began 
or if any part of it was in .Clark‘a 
terms of office. 
Probably the com­ 
missioners will cause an investigation 
to be made. 
The county has more 
than $200,000 school funds loaned, 
and on much of it the interest has not 
been collected for years. In some in­ 
stances the interest charge exceeds 
the principal. 


Residents in the vicinity of the high 
school bnilding were kept awake un­ 
til early this morning on account of 
prospective scraps between the Juniors 
and Seniors.

Ran Francisco, May 4.—No plan has 
yet been decided upon for securing 
funds for the restoration of this city.
